Super Turf 
is a new surface which has 
only been used in one 
stadium, while Astroturf has 
been installed on 175 fields 
during the past IO years.

The law, molded almost 
entirely to specifications 
dictated by Bentsen sup­ 
porters, requires candidates 
to obtain petitions from each

The head of Alabama Gov. 
George W allace’s Texas 
campaign, Hall Timanus, 
was more critical of the 
state’s primary law. 
“People didn’t understand 
one thing about this law,” 
Timanus said. “They didn’t 
know it was on the books, 
and they didn’t know why 
they had to sign petitions. So 
we had to conduct an ex­ 
tensive educational cam­ 
paign before we could 
conduct a petition cam ­ 
paign.” 
The law required can­ 
didates to present petitions 
bearing the names of I per 
rent of their party’s votes for 
governor by district in the 
1974 campaign to qualify 
their delegates. 
Democrats are conducting 
their presidential primary 
by state senatorial districts, 
while 
Republicans 
will 
conduct the GOP primary by 
congressional districts.

Clean Air Bill Pends 


BY REP. JIM COLLINS 
U.S. Congressman 
One of the most con­ 
troversial bills pending in 
Congress before the House 
Commerce Committee is 
H R. 10498, the Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1975. The 
bill has a high sounding 
name but has a tremendous 
negative Impact for business 
development. 
I am working to eliminate 
the requirement for con­ 
tinuous omissions systems 
for 
industries, 
This 
requirement would be not 
only expensive tut plain 


unnecessary. There are 
other ways of maintaining 
clean air that business would 
be able to afford. 
Take the power plant 
industry in our area of 
Texas. We will probably 
have 15 power plants built in 
the next ten years involving 
an investment of 170 million 
dollars in additional funds 
for this cleaning equipment. 
Running this equipment will 
require IO percent more 
energy consumption at a 
time when we are facing 
energy shortages in this 
country. Because of the

heavy cost of the equipment 
it will cost every family $202 
more each year to pay his 
electric bill. 
What the power com ­ 
panies would like to do is to 
shut down the plant for two 
or three hours every few 
days when they happen to 
run into an air conflict 
situation. Experiments have 
shown that this would keep 
the air clean and not affect 
neighboring areas. 
What is the alternative? 
The companies would have 
to run the equipment con­ 
tinuously and clean it with 
lime. In our example of the 
power plants, each one 
would require ten full rail 
car loads of lime a day. 
What will be done with this 
lime after it is used? It can 
either be dried and blowen 
for a hundred miles in every 
direction 
killing 
all 
vegetation with which it 
comes in contact, or it can be 
developed into a big slush 
pile which would be enough 
to cover the District of 
Columbia each year. 
Another situation con­ 
cerns a subsidiary company 
owned by a Houston firm. 
This 
large 
production 
operation accounts for 16 
percent of the nation’s zinc, 
16 percent of the nation’s 
lead, and 20 percent of the 
nation’s silver. Although it is 
a big business, it makes only 
two-and-a-half percent profit 
after taxes. 
Calculations show that in 
the next five years they can 
anticipate 
a 
profit 
of 
$21,613,000. For those same 
years, the anticipated ex­ 
penditure 
in 
pollution 
control equipment would run 
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to $23,232,000. Now how can 
that 
operation 
stay 
in 
business? 
Today, because of all the 
requirements for pollution 
control, this country is 
importing 61 percent of its 
zinc. Just four years ago. we 
were importing 25 percent of 
our zinc. With the new in­ 
creased 
requirements we 
will probably become en­ 
tirely dependent, on foreign 
imports. 
a 
This mining company is 
planning to build a 700-foot 
stack to carry off air wastes. 
Someone from the EPA 
determined that in order to 
meet 
clean 
air 
requirements, they would 
have to build a 3500-foot 
stack. This is an engineering 
impossibility. I personally 
feel that shutting the plant 
down for a couple of hours 
every few days is preferable 
to closing this big smelter 
plant. 
This 
one 
w o rd - 
continuous—is a big issue. A 
continuous operation as 
required by the Clean Air 
Bill would mean extreme 
hardship 
and 
often 
bankruptcy for the fuel and 
resource industries that this 
country 
so 
desperately 
needs. It is in everybody’s 
interest—consumer 
and 
industry—to 
see 
that 
"continuous” be deleted.

She also did quite a bit of canning, made 
bread daily, and bought her coffee green and i d her own 
roasting. After the roasting, she ground it by hand in the

coffee grinder, also displayed in the library. 
Other household chores, represented in the display, were 
knitting, sewing gannets, piecing quilts, soap mak|ng and 
washing. The display also features such items as a doll-size 
trunk filled with homemade clothes, celluloid hair pins, a 
curling iron, jewelry and a lace bertha.

“I suggest strongly that 
the (new) mother never ride 
in the front seat coming 
home from the hospital,” he 
said in an interview. Babbitt 
added that a newborn is 
safest in a properly designed 
carrier fastened by the car’s 
restraint system, preferably 
in the back seat.

dangerous place for a baby 
is his mother’s arms. Even a 
mild impact can crush an 
infant by

shield. 
Babbitt is director of the 
Public Education Com­

On Jan. I, mandated 
seat belt laws took effect in 
four European countries and 
the Canadian province of 
Ontario, bringing to 18 the 
number of countries or areas 
with such safety legislation. 
Among 
other 
things, 
Ontario’s new law requires 2 
to 16-year olds to be belted or 
in a child restraint such as a 
special child car seat. 
Babbitt’s concern stems 
from 
Department 
of 
Transportation 
statistics: 
about 
1,000 
American 
children under the age of 5 
die annually riding in or 
falling from cars. More than 
77,000 are injured. 
This makes automotive 
accidents the number one 
killer of children in the 
United States. It also is 
number one in Canada. 
“The U.S. is playing 
around with lives when it 
fails to establish standard 
performance criteria for 
child restraints,” he said. 
Only four makes of child car 
seats comply with the 
federal children’s car seat 
and harness regulations 
under 
the 
Canadian 
Hazardous Products Act, he 
said. 
Two years ago, the safety 
message really hit home. He 
was buckled in his car on his 
way to the airport at Encino, 
Calif., when a drunk going 85 
miles an hour crashed into 
his car at a traffic light. Both 
Babbitt’s auto and the one 
behind it were totaled, but he 
escaped with multiple in­ 
juries, from which he has 
recovered fully. 
Although Babbitt has no 
children himself, he is quick 
to admit that installing 
proper seats is only a first 
step. If they are hard to 
fasten or otherwise cum­ 
bersome, adults may be 
reluctant to use diem, he 
said. 
Seats 
should 
be 
childproofed against tam­ 
pering or releasing, and 
lightweight and attractive 
enough to encourage con­ 
stant use, he added. 
“ You 
have 
to 
use 


psychology to get a child into 
a car seat,” he said. “Let 
him see it in an environment 
other than the car.” 
“Let him play with the 
new car seat in the house 
first,” he said. “Explain that 
airplane 
pilots 
and 
astronauts must wear the 
same kind of harness to keep 
them from being tossed 
about when things get rough 
in the sky. 
“Encourage children to 
play pilot or astronaut.’ 
“Tell them that their 
safety seat is their own 
possession. Give them the 
same pride (rf ownership 
they have in their toys. Let 
them watch television or 
picnic in their own car seat.” 
Babbitt recommends seats 


with shoulder and lap belts 
to guard against body and 
head whiplash, and enough 
padding, 
strategically 
located, to protect the head 
in case of side collision. He 
said its pedestal should be 
high enough so the child can 
watch the scenery. 
Babbitt said a child seat 
also needs a crotch strap to 
minimize submarining, or 
sliding through the belt in 
case of sudden stops. He said 
one small child was killed 
this way, not in an accident, 
but as a result of the sudden 
use of power brakes.

Secret Service 
Shields Hopefuls

MANCHESTER, 
N.H. 
(UPI) — It’s 3 a m. at the 
Sheraton Wayfarer Inn. An 
unsmiling, dark-haired man 
sits in a chair outside Room 
327, alert and ready for any 
movement in the hallway. 
Down the hall two more 
men sit in a “command 
post” in another room. 
Another prowls outside the 
motel in the cold quiet. All 
have

Advices plugged into their 


Their job is protecting 
Sargent Shriver. A dozen or 
so other agents, now asleep, 
carry on the task around the 
clock. 
They’re one of IO teams of 
agents working under the 
direction of the Secret 
Service in the Treasury 
Department and assigned to 
protecting men who are 
running for President of the 
United States. 
All the candidates who 
have qualified for federal 
campaign funds can receive 
Secret Service protection. 
All have accepted except 
former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma, 
and

North Carolina Gov. Terry 
Sanford, who rejected such 
protection while he was still 
a presidential candidate. 
Coverage of a candidate is 
more than just having one 
bodyguard. Harris wanted

Service also is ready. 
There is the “lead car" — 
which directs the motorcade 
and carries two agents. Then 
comes the candidate’s car, 
with an agent at the wheel 
and another riding shotgun. 
Next is the “backup car” — 
a station wagon with more 
agents and all types of gear, 
probably including a con­ 
siderable 
quantity 
of 
firearms in case of an at- 


Behinl file statwnwagon is 
a spare car, driven by yet 
another agent, in case one of 
the other cars breaks down. 
The Secret Service has a $5 
million appropriation for 
covering 
p residential 
candidates, and estimates of 
the amount that will be 
needed before election day 
range as high as twice that 
amount. 
The presence of such a 
large security force has been 
both a plus and minus for the 
candidates. 
The fact that the Secret 
Service pays the travel ex­ 
penses of the agents has 
enabled candidates to afford 
chartered airplanes. When 
there is a party of eight 
agents and a candidate and 
three staff members, two- 
thirds of the cost of the plane 
is being paid by the govern­ 
ment.

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE: Recently in my son’s kin­ 
dergarten class, a child died quite unexpectedly. My son has 
many questions, and seems very concerned about what 
happened to his friend. What should I say or try to do. I am 
not sure how to handle his feelings. 
DEAR READER: Even as adults, we often experience 
great difficulty in answering our own questions concerning 
death. Its finality and completeness leaves us confused and 
uuaufe. It is inconceivable to us that ah that we are will 
really end and that that there will no longer be a future time 
for us. Life is made up of past memories and future plans, 
and the advent of death brings all of this to a sudden, com­ 
plete and final halt 
. 
If we as adults, with all of our acquired intellectual 
sophistication, have trouble handling the idea of death and 
its almost inconceivable finality, then the great difficulty 
with which a child attempts to cope with this phenomenon 
should become increasingly more understandable. 
All that the young child knows for sure in the situation 
which you describe, is that someone whom he knows or 
loves or had played with just the day before, is no longer 
there as he was He is told that his friend will not return, and 
the child quickly finds that all of the magic that he com­ 
mands in his youthful experience cannot bring his playmate 
back again. The child may pray and protest, but these bring 
no results Feelings of helplessness, confusion and anxiety 
often resuit from this inability to affect the world through his 
wiashes. He has questions for which he needs answers, and 
self-doubt for which he needs reassurance. 
Do not shield your child from the reality that a death has 
occured Whether the loss be of a goldfish, a grandmother, or 
a playmate, allowing the child to experience his feelings 
helps him to resolve them, and also puts a value on life. Wha 
he feels is real, and the sorrow and grief need an outlet for 
expression. Further, he needs understanding from those 
around him. Quick replacement of a pet, or denying the child 
knowledge of a human death, and showing no understanding 
of its meaning, not only alienates the child from that which 


w 
a a lost, but also from those who a re living 
With your youngster, handle the facts of death simply and 
honestly. Be brief, but truthful. If you do not know the an­ 
swer to a question, tell him that you do not know. Avoid 
euphemiams and fairy tales. These are not helpful and often 
create additional confusion. 
Allow your child to express his feelings and emotions 
openly Put into words some of what you suspect that your 
child is feeling: “You miss your friend a lot." “You wish he 
was still here to play with." “You liked tnm a lot 
It is 
hard for you to believe that he is not here anymore. 
Be 
ready to listen to the feelings that he expresses also. Let him 
know that you understand, and that you also have feelings 
about the death. For him to know that you understand, and 
that you also have feelings about the death. For him to know 
that you feel sorrow and grief, and that these are natural 
heman emotions, helps him to realize that he is not unusual 


to death, the better die 
results Honesty and simplicity followed by affection, love 
and reassurance, help to bridge what may seem to be an 
unbridgeable gap in our lives. Attitudes always speak louder 
than words to ehildren.When we as parents realize tha 
death is a natural part (rf life, and that the feelings 
accompany are as natural as any others, then we will be 
better able to assist our children in this very vital area.

Basic Rates (per thousand 
cubic feet: first 1,000, $2,012; 
next 3,000 .862; next 6,000 
.782; next 15,000 .722; next 
75,000 672; over 100,000 .652, 
plus Increased gas cost: 
61494 (per thousand cubic 
feet, effective 12-19-75). 
In terms of dollars and 
cents, this means an in­ 
crease of approximately 43 
percent in my gas bill. While 
this computation will ad­ 
mittedly not lower my gas 
bill, at least I know how the 
figures were determined 
Incidentally, the editor’s 
note to Ms. Lawrence’s 
recent letter of an “interim 
gas rate price of $1.0399" 
was not that quoted by Mr 
Williamson.

which quickly spread from 
one child to another, a school 
official says. 
“Until parents take the 
responsibility there s no way 
the schools can control it,” 
said Virginia Thompson, 
director of health services 
for the Houston school 
district. 
“It’s not a disease of the 
school and it s not the 
school’s sole responsibility,” 
she said. "The community 
has to take a part.” 
Mrs. Thompson said the 
problem, which has been 
very serious throughout the 
nation the last five years, 
apparently has decreased 
some. But, she said, no 
records on the number of 
children affected are kept. 
A child with head lice is 
excluded from most schools 
until all evidence of the 
parasite disappears. 
“They could be back the 
very next day,” she said. 
“But some do stay out four 
or five days depending on the

In the sim plest term s, 
Homeless Pets 
Create Tragedy 


COLLEGE STATION—More than 13 million dogs and cats 
were destroyed last year at anim al shelters in the United 
States because nobody wanted them. 
And you can add another five million to that figure to take 
into account those strays that are never caught and meet 
their death by starvation, disease or under the wheels of a 
vehicle. 
W hat’s the solution to this tragedy? 
“P et owners are chiefly to blam e,” contends Dr. Jam es 
Armstrong, veterinarian with the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. “They let their pets stray so they often 
become lost. But the worst part is that pet owners take no 
precaution against accidental breeding of their anim als.” 
To avoid accidental breeding, owners should either keep 
their anim als confined or should have them neutered, ad­ 
vises the 
Texas A&M University System veterinarian. 
Special attention should be given to spaying fem ale pets. 
“Spaying is a surgical operation perform ed by a 
veterinarian that takes away the fem ale’s ability to 
reproduce,” points out Armstrong. “Unfortunately, the 
average pet owner is often unwilling to spend the tim e and 
money necessary to have this operation perform ed.” 
An alternative to the spaying operation may exist in a 
birth control pill that is now being developed. 
“ Of course, some pet owners don’t want to spay their 
anim als because they w ant to show their children the 
m iracle of life,” notes the veterinarian. “ But there is 
another side of life that is tragic—life snuffed out in a 
tangled m ess under the wheels of a car. Or starving anim als , 
wandering along roadsides frantically looking for something 
to eat. Or the 13 million dead anim als hauled out of anim al 
shelters each year. 
“Pets need love and affection and they belong in a good 
home. Unless owners take the responsibility to keep their 
pets from straying and breeding accidentally, the grim 
statistics will continue to grow,” em phasizes Armstrong. 
Family Emotions 
Reflect Moods 


Fam ilies have feelings and 
show them, Roberta Dix, a 
fam ily 
life 
edu catio n 
specialist, points out. 
“ Like individual people, a 
fam ily’s emotional clim ate 
reflects the day’s ups and 
downs. A bad day for one t 
person m ay affect everyone. 
And an exceptionally good 
day for another m em ber can 
change the dismal mood of 
the whole fam ily,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Miss Dix is with the Texas

The law requires that an 
additive m ust be referred to 
by its recognized chemical 
nam e. When a consum er 
looks at a ten-syllable nam e 
for an ingredient listed on a 
food package, she becomes 
confused and asks “What is 
it?” “ Legally, an additive 
m ust be listed on a label by 
its scientific nam e. But the 
consum er reading the lable, 
who is unfam iliar with the 
term , m ay be suspicious and 
fearful,” according to Dr. 
Stine. Additives have been 
an accepted p art of our food 
supply for centuries and they 
are necessary for a variety 
of reasons. 
As recently as the turn of 
the 
cen tu ry , 
A m erican 
families grew and preserved 
the m ajority of their food 
supply th em selv es. F ru it 
was dried, m eat salted and 
stored, gam e and poultry 
smoked for later use. Today, 
with only 5 percent of the 
population grow ing th eir 
own food, we m ust depend on 
our complex food production 
and distribution system to 
enable us to have enough 
food for the rem aining 95 
percent. The only way this 
system can operate is with 
the use of food additives to 
keep food safe and p a rtib le 
until it reaches the brool 
expanse of our country. 
Are additives safe? Food 
additives by law m ust be 
scientifically tested under 
the m ost exacting conditions 
by toxicologists, analytical 
chem ists and other scientists 
employed by government, 
industry, 
universities and 
independent 
laboratories. 
Such testing is an on-going 
process. No additive can be 
approved until it has been 
proven safe for the intended 
use.

are 
now 
answered in a new booklet 
from Kraft Foods, entitled 
“ Additives and Our Food 
H e rita g e .”
